Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Debbas (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,716,409). 

Regarding claim 1 Debbas discloses a mesh device used to surgically repair a 
hernia comprising a tissue adhesive (col. 4 II. 31-33) and a mesh patch (col. 3 II. 8-10) 
or prosthetic device. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sehl et al. 
(U.S. Pub. No. 2003/0119985).

Regarding claim 1 Sehl et al. discloses a mesh device (para. 67) used to 
surgically repair a hernia (para. 20) comprising a tissue adhesive (para. 22) and a mesh 
patch (para. 67) or prosthetic device.
